No One Would Benefit 
By Outbreak Declares 


Building Superin tendent 


City Solicitor Not Conceal- 
ing Documents He 


Tells Court 


That there was no evidence in- 
éendiarism at the $400,000 Revillon 
Building fire of May 22 nor was any 
suspicion entertained by him that the 
fire had been started artificially, was 
the evidence of W. H. Smith iper- 
intendent of the Revillor Building 
given at the morning Sion of ti 
judicial investigation into the blaze 
before Mr. Justice Tweedie in the 
court house Wednesday 

The great bulk of the fire at the 
Revillon Building was at the centr 
of the third floor, and the greatest 
damage by heat to the building wa 
caused at the tre of the third floor 
ceiling, according to expert testimons 
given by J. H. Millar, fire insurance 
adjuster 

Mr. Millar said that the point of 
greatest damage by heat wa shown 
by tests conducted by Prof. Wilson of 
the University of Alberta and the fact 
that the greatest bulk of fire was at 
this point was shown by the amount 
of debris found there

§. B. Woods, K.C., counsel tn chat 
of the inquiry, said thal the purpose 
of calling the witness was to show 
that the greatest amount of damage 
was done at the centre of the floor 
and not at the fire door at the north 
end of the building 

W. H. Smith, superintendent of the 
Revillon Building, occupied the stund 
for a lengthy period Wednesday 
morning Mr. Smith produced time 
clock charts to show that the watch- 
man had punched a clock on the 
north end of the second floor of the 
annex, where the fire is believed to 
have started, at about 3:30 a.m., 23 
minutes before the alarm was sound- 
ed, and everything was then appar- 
ently all right 

Mr. Woods: “Have you an} idea 
that the fire was started artificially?’ 


f 


Mr. Smith: “None whatever. I have} 


no suspicions in this direction, nor do 
I now of anyone who would profit by 
such a fire’ 

Annex In Flames 

Mr. Smith told of hearing the gen- 
eral alarm and arriving at the scene 
of the fire about 4:20 a.m. He said 
he found the annex in flames and 
this section of the building was ap- 
parently doomed. He said he knew 
that a fire in the annex would be a 
hazard to the main building so he 
went to the main building and started 
to make an inspection 

Witness stated he found the third 
floor full of smoke but went half war 
into the floor before he was driven 
back. There was no signs of water 
on the third floor nor any evidence 
of attempts to extinguish a fire at 
that time nor did he see any firemen 
around, he said 

On the fourth floor to which he 
went with the night watchman he 
found a small fire burning near tine 
window and with the assistance of 
the janitor, put it out with chemica! 
fire extinguishers, Mr. Smih said 

Mr. Woo “A previous witness 
Lieut, Hardy, said he went up to the 
fourth floor with the watchman and 
found the fire on the fourth floor and 
put it out.’ 

Thinks Mistake Made 

Mr. Smith—"I think he was mis- 
taken. I am under an impression that 
T did see a fireman who I believe 
was Lieut. Hardy when I was on the 
way out and I told him of the fire 
IT had found and asked him to make 
sure {t was out.” 

Witness said he then went outside 
and found the chief on 104 street and 
told him of the serious situation on 
the third floor and told him he had 
better attend to it right away.
